Eut after we had thus 
diopt our Projects of Conqueft, our 
Troops both abroad and at home re- 
mained inaétive, and the Queen of 
Hungary in vain follicited our Afif- 
tance. Inftead of affifting her, we 
then became a Sort of Mediators 
between her and Pruffia; but as we 


pever infilted pofitively upon hers 


giving him Satisfaétion, and on the 
ther Hand, infifted on his with- 
iawing his Troops out of Silfia, 
a neceflary Preliminary to any 
Accommodation, we thereby encou- 
wed the former to continue in her 
Dbitinacy, and, at laft, forced the 
ter, fore againft his Will, into an 
Miiance with France; and then, 
d not till then, or, at leaft, till

By the Eftimates upon our Table it 
will appear, that for this next Year, 
we are to maintain, of national 
Troops, 11,550 Marines, all regi- 
mented, which is a moft ufelefs ad- 
ditional Charge ; 23,610 Men for 
Guards and Garifons § 16,539 Men 
in Flanders ; 12,000 Men in /re/and ; 
above 8000 Menin Minorca and Gi- 
braltar, and God knows how many 
Regiments and independent Com- 
panies in the P/antations, in all, I 
am fure, above 75,000 Men.; and 
befides thefe national Troops, we 
are to have a Body of 6172 Heffians, 
and a Body of 16,268 Hanoverians 
in our Pay. 

For Godfake ! my Lords, what 
can this prodigio.s Number of Land 
Forces be defigned for? Are we to 
depofe the Emperor we have ac- 
knowledged ? If this could be done, 
we might refettle the Balance of 
Power upon its former Bafis. But 
this is impoffible, becaufe no Power 
in Europe will join with us in the 
Undertaking ; moit of them, even 
moft of the Princes of Germany it- 
felf, will oppofe us. The Emperer 
muit then continue in the Pofleffion 
of the Dignity®he has been, by the 
Concurrence of Hanower and Heffe- 
Cafel, advanced to. Can we then 
expect that theiz Troops will ee 

wi 
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with us in adting againft the Empe- 

ror ? My Lords, they would be guil- 

ry of high Treafon ; Their Maiters 
would be put to the Ban of the Em- 
pire, and difpoffeffed of every Do 

minion they have in it. What then 
are we todo? Are weto drive the 
French out of Germany ? They have 
already offered to evacuate Germany, 
and would have evacuated, and re- 
ftored the Peace of that Country be- 
fore this Time, if the Queen of 
Huxgary would have contented her- 
felf with being reftored to the Pof- 
feflion of all her Domimions in Ger- 
many, except thofe fhe had yielded 
to Pruffia by our Mediation. I can- 
not conceive what we are to do with 
this great Army, unlefs we are to 


afift the Queen of Hungary in at-o 


tacking and making Conqueits upon 
France, which, furely, we are not 
mad enough, by ourielves alone, to 
undertake, confidering the vaft Ex- 
pence we muft be at yearly, the 
Number of Years that Expence muft 
probably continue, and the diftreffed 
Condition our Finances are now in. 
In fhort, my Lords, confidering 
the Difficulties, the Impoffibilities 
that occuron every Side, of our be- 
ing able to affift the Queen of Huz- 
gary by our Troops, I muft fuppofe, 


that the only Reafon for our fending f

with Vigour. I fhall readil grant, 
my Lords, that the Houfe of Auftria 
‘cannot be reftored to that Power and 
‘Grandeur, ‘it was poffeffed of before 
the Death of the late Emperor ; but 
its Power is ftill very confiderable, 
and if preferved in its prefent State,

I believe, 
it will be granted; it muft upon 
the leaft Refleétion be granted, that 
if the Houfe of Auffria be preferved 
in the Poffeffion of all the Domini- 
ons the late Emperor died pofleffed 
of, except that Part of Silzfia yielded 
to Pruffia, its Power will be much 
greater than the Power of that Houfe 
was in the Year 1701, when the 
Houfe of Bourdon firft got Poffeffion 
of the Spamifb Monarchy; and yet 
in that Year it fupported, by itfelf 
alone, a fuccefsful War in Fa/y, a- 
gainft the united Power of France 
and Spain. At that Time the Houfe 
of Auftria’s being in Poffeffion of 
the Imperial Diadem was of no Ad- 
vantage to it, nordid it prevent the 
Duke of Bavaria and Eleétor of 
Cologn’s joining openly with the 
French ; therefore we have Reafon 
to conclude, that its being now de- 
prived of the Imperial Diadem is 
not fuch a mighty Lofs toit as has 
been lately reprefented, nor w'll it 
prevent its being in the Power of 
that Houle to ftem the Torrent of 
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French Ambition, till a proper Con- 
federacy can be formed to give it an 
efteétual Check ;_ and as long as that 
-Houfe is in Poffeffion of what is now 
called the Auffrian Netherlandt, and 
of what it is at prefent pofleffed of 
in Italy, it will always ‘be jealous 
of, pF a Rival to the Houle of 
Bourbon ; confequently it muft for its 
own Sake be a fure Friend. to_ this 
‘Nation, and for the fame Reafon, 
we ought to be a fure Friend to that 
‘Houfe ; confequenily, tho’ we can- p 
not now. pretend to reftore it to its 
former Grandeur and.

An Account of the Lire of Dr. 
James ARMINIUS. 
Extratied fromthe celebrated Mr.Bayle. 

Ames Arminius, Profeffor of Di- 
vinity at Leyden, was born gt Oud- 
Water in Holland, in 1560. He 
was an Infant when his Father died, 
and was beholden for his firft Inftruc- 
tions to an honeft Prief?, who had en- 
tertained fome liking of the Opinions 
of the Reformed, and to avoid being 
obliged to fay Mafs, often changed 
his Habitation. Arminius was a Stu- 
dent at Utrecht, when Death deprived 
him of this Patron. This Lofs would 
have troubled him greatly, if he had 
not had the Happinefs to be aflifted 
by Rodolpbus Snellius his Country- 
man, who carried him with him to 
Marpurg, in 1575. He was hardly 
arrived there, when he heard that his 
Country had been facked by the 
Spaniards, ‘This News plunged him 
into a dreadful Affliction, and he could 
not forbear returning to Ho/Jand, to 
be an Eye witnefs of the State, that 
but hav- 
ing found that his Mother,. his Silter, 
his Brothers, his Relations, and almott 
all the Inhabitants of Oud-Water had 
been murdered, he returned to Mar- 
purg, and went this whole Journey 
on Foot. He did not ftay.long be- 
fore he returned to Holland, being ac- 
ae with the Foundation of..the 
niverfity of Leyden, and he ftudied 
in this new Academy, with fo much 
Application and Succefs, that he ac- 

quired a very particular Efteem. bs 
tle 
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He was fent to Geneva in 1582 at 
the Expence of the Magiftrates of 
Amfterdam, that he might perfett his 
Studies ; and he applied himfelf chief- 
ly to the Leétures of Theodore Bexa, 
who at that Time was explaining the 
Epiftle to the Romans. He had the 
Misfortune to difpleafe fome leading 
Men of the Univerfity, becaufe he 
maintained the Philofophy of Ramus, 
in publick with much Heat, and 
taught it in private: He was obliged 
therefore to retire, and fo went to 
Bafil, where he was received with 
Applaufe. He read publick Leétures 
there, and gained fo greata Repu- 
tation, that the Faculty of Divini- 
ty was pleafed to give him the Doc- 
torfhip, without any Expence. He 
excufed himfelf modeftly from re- 
ceiving this Honour, and returned to 
Geneva, where having found the Ad- 
verfaries of Ramifm \efs hot, he alfo 
moderated his Ardour. 

He was defirous to fee /ta/y, and 
above all to hear at Padua the Philo- 
fophical Leétures of the famous ‘Zames 
Zabarella. He fatisfied this Curiofi- 
ty, and {pent fix or feven Months in 
this Journey ; after which he came 
back to Gemeva, and afterwards to 
Amfterdam, where he found himfelf 
much calumniated on Account of his 
Journey to /ta/y ; which had a little 
cooled the Affeétions of the Magif- 
trates, his Patrons and Favourers. He 
eafily juftified himfelf among Men of 
Senfe, but there were fome weak and 
fuperftitious Spirits who ftumbled at 
this Stone, “till he made the whole 


Church fenfible of his fine Talents F 


for preaching. By this means he gain- 
ed the Love and Efteem of every 
Body. His own Collegues paid Ho- 
mage to his Learning,and owned that 
his Sermons were ufeful to them. 
Martin Lydius, Proteflor of Divi- 
nity at Freneker, judged hima fit 
Perfon to refute a Writing, wherein 
the Doétrine of Theodore Bexa upon 
Predeftination had been attacked by 
fome Minifters of De/ft.

This Refolution of his he fhewed ve- 
ry remarkably the Year following by 
his Conduét in the Difpute concern- 
ing Predeftination. 

Sept. 16. 1590, he married EXi/a- 
beth Real, Daughter of Laurence Real, 
Judge and Senator of Amfferdam. In 
1591 his Expofition of the 7th Chap- 
ter of the Epiftle to the Romans ex- 

fed him to very fevere Reproaches 
from his Brethren. In 1593 he was 
engaged in a new Controverfy on ac- 
count of his Explication of the gth 
Chapter of the fame Epiftle. The 
Year following he was appointed to 
reform the Schools, tor which Pur- 
pofe he drew up a Scheme of Laws 
to be obferved by the Mafters as well 
as Scholars, which were highly ap- 
proved of. In 1596 he difcovered, 
that Ge//ins Snecanus, a Minifter of 
great Learning in Friefland, was for 
the moft Part of the fame Sentiments 
with himfelf, by reading his J/agoge 
in ix Caput ad Romanos ; which in- 
duced him to fend that Minifter in 
a Letter an Analyfis of the fameChap- 
ter.

Three young Ones dependent from 
him at the fame Time, and one -of 
thefe young Ones has begun to put 
out a young One itfelf, fo that they 
fo a Clufter of Five of thefe In- 
fe&ts hanging together : But one af 
the young Ones fe 
dropt off Yefterday Morning ; and 
this Morning I perceive another little 
one juft breaking out. 

I fhall now proceed to what I have 
tried with Regard to the dividing of 
thefe Animals, and the Reproduction 
of their Parts.

Lachevaye 
Hamon Commander, bound from Log- 
ganne to Nantz; which he took on 
the fecond Inftant, in the Lat. 27, 31. 
inhis Way from A4ntigwa to this Place: 
She has on Board 500 Hogfheads of 
Sugar, 300 whereof are white Sugar, 
52 Pound weight of Bar Gold,and 3000 
Spanifh Dollars, belides fome Indigo, 
ce. This is the 15th French Veilel 
taken by this Ship. She was faluted by 
all our Privateers, and feveral other 
Vefiels, and the general Acclamations 
of the People, as a ‘lV eftimony of the 
Senfe they have of the fignal Services 
done by this Gentleman during the 
Continuance“of the War.

Yefterday, afew Minutes paft Ten 
o’Clock in the Forenoon was felt 
here, a violent Shock of an Earth- 
quake, attended with a Noife much 
like the ratling of a Coach.

tw UESDAY 26. 

Yefterday in the Afternoon, Capt. 
Tyng in our Province Snow Prince of 
Orange, arrived here from a fhort 
Cruize, and brought in with him a 
French Privateer Sloop of 8 Carriage 
& 10 or 12 Swivel Guns with o4Men, 
Delabroit: Commander, which ‘he 


happily 
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happily met with about 15 Leagues 
from Cape Cod, about nine o’Clock 
on Saturday Morning, as he was com- 
ing in from Sea. The Frenchman 
. taking him for an inward bound//’ef- 
India Man, ( for he wifely kept his 
Guns houfed ) flood direétly for him, 
and coming pretty near, gave hima 
Gun, which he returned witha Broad- 
fide; pon which the Frenchmen 
fired two Guns, then took to their 
Oars (there being but little Wind) 
and endeavoured to get away. ‘This 
obliged Capt..7yzg to put out his 
Oars alfo, and after a hard Chace of 
12 or 13 Hours ( during which Time 
Capt. Zug treated his Men well with 
Liquor, and encouraged them all he 
could ) he came up with the Sloop, 
and having given her a Broadfide and 
a Volley of Small Arms, they cry’d 
for Quarters, but in their Panick for- 
got to itrike their Colours, and kept 
them flying till fome of our brave En- 
glifo Lads went on board, and ex- 
chang’d them. for the King’s Colours. 
Capt. 7yng’s Shot happened to be fo 
well plac’d, that the Sloop’s Sails and 
Rigging were torn all to Pieces; and 
when the Frezch Captain came on 
board, he gave Capt. Tynz a great 
Character of his Gunner, faying, he 
was the beft that ever he knew, for 
thatevery Shot he fired during the 
Chace, took Place, anddid him fome 
Damage in his Sails or Rigging. One 
Shot ftruck the Matt jult below the 
}iounds, which fo difabled it, that foon 
after they furrendered it broke off, and 
left the Sloop without an Inch of Sail 
or Rigging landing ; fo that Capt. 
f yng was obliged to take her in Tow, 
or he could never have got her in. As 
the French fired but few Gunsat Capt. 
Tyeg,.ani asthey all ran down.in the 
Hold when he was about to fire, it is 
not much to be wondered at that not 
a Man was killed or wounded on ei- 
ther Side. 
The Prifoners were all landed in 
the Evening and conduéted- to Pri- 
fon under a ftrong Guard, and in the 
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Morning about 50 of them were pez 
moved to the Goals in Cambridge ang 
Charleftocwn. 
It is allowed by all, both Fy 
and Enemies, har Capt. 7: yng bee 
ed with great Bravery and good Cop. 
duct during the whole Engagemer 
and Purfuit; and the Town are {9 
fenfible of his Merit, and of the Im.
